he great golden curtains of New York's grand 
old Metropolitan Opera House will ring down 


for a final time on April 16. 


After 83 years of making musical and glamor 


history, the Met is moving. It opens in September 
in a brand new building located in the city's Lincoln 


Center complex. 


It's probable that no other opera house, includ- 


ing the famed La Scala, has ever heard such vocal 


beauty. The luminaries who have raised their 


voices there are legendary in the annals of opera. 


From opening night, on October 22, 1 883, when 


Christine Nilsson and Italo Campanini appeared 


in Gounod's Faust, the roll of honor has included 


such names as Sembrich, Lilli Lehmann, the De 


Reszkes, Calve, Melba, Caruso, Martinelli, Farrar, 
Gigli, Chaliapin, Jeritza, Ponselle, Flagstad, Mel- 


choir, Bjoerling and Pons down to the current fa- 


vorites: Tabaldi, Callas, Tucker, Corelli and Merrill. 


It was "home" base for Caruso. Martinelli sang 


there for 33 seasons. Puccini himself was on hand 


for the world premier of his "La Fanciulla del 


West." 


The old Met was a place where offstage antics 


sometimes outdid those on stage, where the glitter 


of the opening night audiences in their opera finest 


sometimes drew more spectators than the opera 


itself, where the acoustics were superb, the sight- 


lines horrible and the facilities for storing sets 


nonexistent. 


Still, with all the disadvantages, there is hardly 


any person who has been there who doesn't say 


with nostalgia, "I've been to the Met."

the unsolved problems of the 
"Great Society" is what to do 
about suburbanites.

weekends in the suburbs. They 
are simply more than human 
felsh can bear. 


A suburban weekend is an 


avdenture in frenzy, a mixture 
between a Roman orgy and a 
basic training course with the 
U.S. Marines. If you have the 
idea that suburbanites spend 
their weekends listening to the 
birds, forget it. All they hear fe 
the bats in their belfry. 


Ronald 
never 
stops 
going 


from the time he steps off his 
train Friday night until his wea- 
ry wife shovels his limp frame 
aboard the 8:12 express Monday 
morning. 


What does he do? Ronald par- 


ties until nearly dawn, then gets

Council on Alcoholism Wednes- 
day night, Gitlow took issue 
with 
physicians who 
recom- 


mend 
bcforc-meal 
drinks to 


soothe the tired and perplexed 
businessman. 


The doctor, who described 


himself as a "social drinker," 
called such advice "misguided" 
and said liquor "cannot be used 
to dispel a medical ncc." 


"Several rinks or even one," 


Gitlow said, "are going to make 
things difficult the next day." 


Gitlow said experiments have 


shown that alcohol's sedative 
effects reach a peak about two 
hours after intake. When they 
begin to wear off, however, al- 
cohol level in the blood remains 
high and psychomotor activity 
or anxiety goes up, he said. 


"You have the situation," the 


doctor said, "where a fellow 
falls asleep easily after having 
a few drinks, but finds himself 
up early the next day. The anx- 
iety has outweighed the sedative 
element." 


This uncomfortableness, char- 


acterized by irritability 
and 


problems in concentration, can 
extend into the normal man's 
nexl working day, Gitlow said. 


"The sedative period is short 


and acute," he said, "while the 
agitation is long and subtle." 


Odds Good 
for New War 
on Cancer

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— Prospects for a new kind of 
war on cancer — based on a 
discovery 
that 
malignancies 


appear to have a "suicidal" 
tendency — were reported to- 
day. 


A Johns Hopkins scientist re- 


ported evidence suggesting that 
conventional anticancer weap- 
ons like radiation and certain 
drugs produce their effects — in 
part at least — by promoting 
self-destruction of cancer cells. 


The same research, he said, 


also indicates that the way now 
appears open to using certain 
common chemicals, such as vi- 
tamin A, as helpmates of the 
conventional anticancer weap- 
ons — so as to greatly enhance 
a cancer's suicidal proneness. 


Dr. David Brandes described 


the research nad its potentially 
important practical possibilities 
in a report to the 50th conven- 
tion of the Federation of Ameri- 
can Societies for Experimental 
Biology. He amplified at a news 
conference. 


The scientist, clearly excited 


by the prospects, gave this ac- 
count of the research and the 
background facts: 


Cancer cells contain tiny par- 


ticles called lysosomes, which, 
in turn, contain enzymes capa- 
ble of destroying the cells if re- 
leased. 


When the present heavy artil- 


lery of the anticancer war — 
radiation or certain drugs — is 
brought to bear against the can- 
cer, some of the lysosomes re- 
lease their enzymes, killing the 
cells. 


But the research also discov- 


ered something else: that the 
conventional weapons, for rea-

fibers to give the product a 
meat-like texture — is designed 
to

Dr. Robert Hodges of the Uni-

attacks — than Americans.

The development and erup- 


tion 
of t e e t h 
is merely 


another wondrous process of 
creation. As early as the sec- 
ond m o n t h of pregnancy, 
when the embryo isn't more 
than one-half-inch in length, 
the first s i g n s of tooth de- 
velopment appear. Later, as 
the jaws f o r m and grow, 
tooth germs evolve. Within 
these, teeth develop, first the 
crowns and then the roots. 
Complete root formation does 
not occur until some months 
after t e e t h have come into 
position in the mouth. 


It would be catastrophic for 


all 20 baby teeth to come out 
of the jaw at the same time. 
The jaws aren't big enough. 
So teeth erupt in pairs begin- 
ning with the lower centra! 
incisors. T h e n as the child 
grows, the jaw grows, allow- 
ing room for more and more 
teeth. 


Normally, there are spaces 


between baby incisor teeth, 
for while the size of these 
teeth remains constant, jaws 
continue to grow. Jaw growth 
is necessary in order to make 
room for the propsr position- 
ing of the larger 
size per- 


manent teeth. 


When jaw growth does not 


keep pace with tooth erup- 
tion, the result is crowding of 
teeth, sometimes delaying or 
even preventing their erup- 
tion and causing them to be- 
come stuck in the jawbone. 
These cases usually require 
orthodontic 
treatment 
and 


possible surgical intervention. 


If growth of teeth and j a w s 


taKes place in perfect har- 
mony, eruption will follow a 
well-regulated pattern.
